WRITING WITH THE BREATH. 


- The London journal, Iron, gives an 
account of amother addition to the 
many scientific wonders of recent years. 
Herr A. Gentilli of Vienna has invent- 
ed an instrument—named by him the 
giossograph—consisting of an ingen- 
ious combination of delicate levers and 
blades which placed upon the tongue 
and lips and under the nostrils of the 
speaker, are vibrated by the move- 
ments of the former and the breach 
flowing from the latter. The vibra- 
tion is transmitted to pencils, which 
transcribe the several signs produced 
by the action of tongue and lips and 
the breath from the nostrils upon a 
strin of paper moved by a mechanical 
arrangement.

EDITORIAL NOTES. 


Nevada is not the only State com- 
plaining of a rough winter. Far, very 
far away we bear some more grum- 
bling. A correspondent at Athens 
writes that such severe weather has 
not. been known there before fora 
generation as that which was recently 
experienced. ‘‘While we hear,” he 
says, “of middie and western Europe 
* enjoying a winter of unusual mildness 
we have been experiencing one of ex- 
traordinary rigor. In the streets of 
the village of Cephissia, at the foot of 
Pentelicon, only a ‘few miles from 
Athens, the snow has been lying for 
days six feet deep. Evanin Athens 
itself the streets have been blocked 
for three successive days with three 
feet of show upon the ground, The 
day preceeding the fall the same 
streets had to be sprinkled with water 
uwing to the clouds of dust.” 


Potato flour, or the dried pulp of 
the potato, is attaining considerable 
importance in the arts—so much 60, 
in fact, that in Lancashire, England, 
some twenty thousand tons of it are 
sold annually, and its market value 
is stated to be much greater than that 
of wheat flour. The article is exten- 
sively used for sizing and other man- 
ufacturing purposes, and, on being 
precipitated with acid, is converted 
into starch. After Laving been cal- 
cined it is used with advantage as a 
dressing for silk. 


Wheat cultivation is the most im- 
portant and valuable agricultural in 
dustry in France, occupyiog as it 
does about one-fourth of the total cul- 
tivated land, and yielding a crop 
whose annual value exceeds two mil- 
lards of frances, or about one-third of 
the total agricultural production. The 
total yield has about doubled since 
1820, From 1820 to 1864 the yield 
of wheat in France increased. 


The trade in nuts is quite extensive, 
and demands the attention of ‘our 
South California fruit growers. The 
peanut crep, during the present sea- 
son of Virginia, was 1,100,000 bushels; 
of Tennessee 550,000, bushels; and of 
North Carolina 120,000. Next comes 
the pecan, raised in Texas. The hick- 
ory is plentitul.in the Western States, 
while most of the chestnuts are im- 
ported from Europe.

Seeds have difficulty in strik- 
ing their roots into a hard clod, and 
if covered with clods they perish. As 
regards warmth, a temperature of from 
50 to 60 degrees is best for the open 
field.- In the matter of covering 
seeds, it is certain*that most persons 
sow too deeply. It sown at the proper 
time, hardly any covering is necessary. 
A depth of one or two diameters of 
the seed is the right measurement to 
choose. :
